He worked until 5 '30 a.®, yesterday, then 
napped for an hour, and then was not the best of Blackstonea but a very good one for all 
the fatigue. I could see ills pauses as he was stopping to a»k himself what am I talking 
about. I did much better. I didn't have to say a word .and get about 4 hrs. sleep. His 
briefings, as usual, were magnificent. Much more work want into what he did than anyone 
is going to recognise or anyone in the critical cormunity is going to thank him for.
